To the Honorable Members of the Assembly:

| am partially vetoingAssembly Bill 508 This bill
extendghe carry forward periofbr the income or franchise
tax credit equal to the sales tax paid on fuel and electricity
usedin manufacturingrom 15 years to 20 years beginning
Januaryl, 2003. This extends the life of credits that would
haveotherwise expired in tax years 2003 to 2005. The bill
also makes the following credits refundablevelopment
zone and tax credit for job creation or retention and for
environmental remediation, the developmentzones
investmentand capital investment taxredits and the
technologyzones tax credit.

| am partially vetoing the bill to remove the charige
developmentrone tax credits teefundable tax credits. The
refundabletax credits creata substantial liability for the
general fund in the next two biennia, nea®l{4 million.
Additionally, making these credits refundable would set a
newprecedent. Currenflpnly four tax credits ééred by the
stateof Wisconsin are refundable and they are solely for
individualincome tax payers. Before making a new class of
tax credits refundable, theshouldbe thoughtful discussion
abouta policy change of this magnitude. There are good
policy reasons to consider making tax credits refundable,
especiallyfor tax credits aimed at early-stage companies.
However, both thefinancial efect and appropriateness of
makingthis type of broad generlnd expenditure, without
athoroughunderstanding of the benefits it will provide to the
citizensof the State, is unwise.
